WILL PERSIA BE 
PARCELLED OUT ? 


Germans Believe ‘Shah’s Kingdom 


Will be Divided Between 
Britain and Russia.

London, Nov, 17.—-Unusual attention 
has been directed to Great Britain’s 
note to 'Persia, which is interpreted in 
Germany as foreshadowing ‘the parti- 
tion of that ancient kingdom between 
Britain and Russia. ‘The disappear- 
ance of an independent Persia is look- 
ed upon here as a grave international 
event which will affect Germany and 
Turkey. “Turkey im particular is be- 
lieved to ‘be interested, because the 
IMchammedan settlement of solidarity 
las been greatly strengthened under 
the new regime, and the appearance of 
Russian and British” soldiers ‘on the 
astern frontier of the Ottoman Em- 
pire cannot ‘but have a deep influence 
on the political status of Turkey.

There is no 
intention of claiming any political in- 
fluence there, and it is feared that ec- 
ionomic interests will be affected, espe- 
cially those of Germany, whose ‘Bag- 
dad railway is intended to terminate at 
the Persian gulf. In Vienna, Profes- 
sor Vambersy expresses the opinion 
that in spite of the assurances of a 
complete understanding ‘between tLon- 
don and St. Petersburg, nobody in Per- 
sia ‘thinks the two countries can «work 
together on the present lines. ‘The 
‘Russians have occupied the north of 
Persia with 5,000 or 6,000 men.  Brit- 
ain went from ¢he south with only roo 
amen and then retired. ‘As far as the 
Persians ‘themselves are concerned, 
they cok upon the two powers with 
entirely different feelings. iBritain 4s 
still considered a liberal pawer, wishh- 
ing well to Persia, and only forced 
into a hostile attitude ‘by Russian in- 
trigue. (Russia on the other hand, is 
recurded quite differently. ‘Mhe ‘Per- 
sian hates the ‘Russian from the bot- 
tom of his heart while ‘he is friend and 
protector. England, ‘he thinks, will 
not risk her prestige in Persia.

The municipalities which have pass- 
ed resolutions similar to ‘the Hdmon- 
ton one, include the city of (Calgary, 
Which has already forwarded theirs to 
Premier Sifton. ‘The others are Red 
Deer, Strathcona, Wetaskiwin, tHol- 
den, Medicine Hat, and (High River. 

Altogether whe city dhas: sent out 
forty-nine copies of ithe resolution 
passed iby the council and it is ex- 
pected that before Jong many more 
municipalities rill have endorsed the 
proposal, :

SAYS MANY MORE 


STRIKES COMING 


The Big Express Trouble in New 
| York Is But the Forerun- 
| ner of Others. 
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PULL OUT SOME EACH DAY 


The only Way to Prevent a Revo- 
lution Throughout the

New York, Nov. 17.—That the ex: 
press strike, which practically ended 
in New York to-dat, was but the fore- 
runner of widespread labor troubles 
throughout the country is the belief 
of Charles W. Forster, secretary of 
the International ‘rotherhood — of 
Teamsters. . 

“The increased cost of living,” said 
Forster, “has caused general dissatis- 
faction among all classes of workmen 
and now there is a general movement 
on foot to call out one by one all the 
trades in the city. The movement 
will not be confined to Greater New 
York, either, but wil lextend country- 
wide. 

“Tt is the intention of alf unions to 
regulate wages thourghout the coun- 
try. We will pull out different unions 
every day, where necessary—that is, 
where we cannot get re-adjustment 
except by striking. It is the only way 
we can prevent a revolution in this 
country. The employers are organiz 
ing every day and there is no reason 
why there should not be a universal 
organization among the workmen.” 

Forster said that Samuel Gompers, 
President of the American Federation 
of Labor, will send three men to New 
York to assist in running the various 
strikes, and that Daniel J. Tobin, Pres- 
ident of the ‘Teamsters’ Union, who 
is in Chicago, will send two more.

NEW TOWNS 
SPRINGING UP 


Construction of Guaranteed 
Roads Brings Many Thriving 
Towns into Being. 
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HEARD OF FOX COULEE ? 


One of the immediate effects of the 
construction of the C N. R. and G. 
TP. lines connecting Edmonton 
and Calgary is the creation of a whole 
string of new and thriving centres of 
trade, and good guessers have an op- 
portunity during the next few months 
to become early settlers in communi- 
ties of great promise, but not yet on 
any authorized map. 

Both roads run through an excel- 
lent territory, well settled and well 
farmed and the towns which are 
springing up in advance of the stcel 
will find a ready-made business await- 
ing them as soon as transportation ar- 
rives. 

One of the centres of greatest in- 
terest at the present time is the junc- 
tion of the C. N. R. branches from 
Vegreville, Saskatoon and Regina, 
just north of the Red Deer River. 

So far there is na townsite and the 
place bears its original name of Fox 
coulee, which is more suggestive of 
cowpunchers rendezvous than a rail- 
way centre, but emigrants filled with 
the hope of the west are flocking in 
and stores, a hotel, a whole string of 
residences and all the necessary insti- 
tutions of a new town are being es- 
tablished. 

The attraction ot Fox coulee is that

‘The statement of the Rutherford government for 
dhe five months ending May 31, thas been Jaid on the 
table of the ‘house. 

‘The five months represents the period during 
which the Rutherford government held office since 
the last provincial report. 

In view of the fact that the government has been 
charged with all sorts of things, the report is worth 
looking into a little. ‘ 

To state the matter briefly, 
that during the five months an overdraft on all 
counts, except telephone, of $130,866.82. 

Included in this statement are all the items of 
public works such as the construction work done 
on the legislative buildings, the university, the Pon- 
oka asylum, the Lethbridge court house, etc., ete., 
to the amount of $455,791.20. 

These items are chargeable to capital account and 
are never expected ito be paid out of current re- 
venue. 

When this subtraction is made it will be seen that 
for the five months, the Rutherford government had 
a surplus of revenue over expenditure of over three

hundred thousand dollars.

The report. of ‘the public accounts 
for'the year 1909 was laid on the table 
by Premier Sifton, 
The statement of public accounts 
for the Rutherford administration for 
the year ending May 31, 1910, which 
was laid on the table of the house yes- 
terday by Premier Sifton showed that 
the total receipts on general revenue 
account were $2,151,603.40 and the to- 
tal expenditure was  $2,282,530.22 
While the deficit on general revenue 
as can be seen was $130,866.82, yet at 
the came time it can be safely said 
that the Rutherford government fin- 
ished its regime with a substantial 
surplus, as in the statement, no 
charge whatever has been made to 
public account. ‘The exact surplus, 
however, will not be known until the 
end of the year, when the public ac- 
counts for the year are submitted, 
showing all charges to capital account. 
In the statement submitted yesterday, 
there are several items amounting to 
several thousand dollars each, which 
should go to capital account, and 
which far over-balance the deticit 
shown in general revenue.
